Claims 14,15,18 and 19 have been cancelled. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not show a strapping device with a 
strapping roll, a strap first holding means, a carrier roll that pivots between two positions 
along the circumference of the strapping roll, a storage system between the two 
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positions of the carrier roll and wherein the strapping is not engaged in the first carrier 
roll position and the strapping is placed in the storage system when the carrier roll 
moves along the circumference of the strapping roll to the second position and the 
holding means engages the strapping. 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art does not show a strapping device with a 
strapping roll, a strap holding means, a carrier that moves between a first position 
carrying the strapping to a second position and then returning to the first position, with 
the strap carrier shifting on and parallel to the axis of rotation of the strap roll when 
returning to the first position. 

Regarding claim 21, the prior art does not show a strapping device with a 
strapping roll, a strap holding means, a carrier that comprises of two pivot arms pivoting 
about an axis and connected by a connecting section, the connecting section 
comprising of two parts with at least one of the arms is movable on and parallel to the 
pivoting axis.
